WASHINGTON — The Clinton adminis- 
tration, shaken by the acrimonious break- 
down of peace talks between North and 
South Korca, on Saturday prepared to pursue 
measures ranging from U.N.-imposed sanc- 
tions against the north to massive joint mili- 
tary maneuvers in the south. 

President Clinron’s national security 
strategists huddled at the White House for 
about three hours after a North Korean nego- 
■ ilator threatened to turn Seoul, the Soulli Ko- 


rean capital, into a “sea of flre“ as he 
stormed out of talks on denuclearization of 
the Korean Peninsula. 

“If circumstances don't change by Mon- 
day, (Operation) Tcom Spirit will be 
rescheduled," a WMie Houie olTicial said in 
a reference to the annual maneuvers by U.S. 
and South Korean military forces. The exer- 
cises were canceled earlier this month in an 
attempt, now clearly unsuccessful, to smooth 
relations with the Marxist regime in Nortlt 
Korea. 

' One official said the adminisoation would 


consult Seoul to reschedule the maneuvers 
"if circumstances don’t change by Monday.” 
Plans to send Patriot missile defense sys- 
tems to South Koi^ have also been reviveej, 
the ofllcial said. 

The collapse of the north-south talks and 
Pyongyang’s continuing refusal to permit 
full international inspection of its nuclear fa- 
cilities also made it far more likely that the 
United States and its allies will ask the U.N. 
Security Council to impose economic sanc- 
tions against Kim II Sung’s hard-line regime.

Rain dampens West as snow falls across Southwest

A cold front brought high winds and snow (o the Plains 
and Southwest on Saninlay, and the West was drenched by 
showers. 

It wos dry in most of the rest of the country. 

Snow fell over the mountains of west-central Wyoming, 
with six inches reported at South Pass. As much as six 
— inches-of-snow-wos-expeoted-in-Utah'and a foot-predicted- 
for parts of Colorado, where winds in the foothills gusted 
up to 78 mph. 

Strong southerly winds whipped through much of the 
Greot Plains region, while strong westeriy winds prevailed 
along (he easuro slopes of the Rocldcs.

The Idaho Housing Agency announced the 
average price on previously occupied homes it

NEW YORK — Like many homeowners, 
Marlene Brown took advantage of the low 
interest rates to refinance her two-bedroom 
condo in Studio City, Calif., -lost fall. 

But unlike most borrowers, she chose a 
onc-ycor adjustable rate mortgage over the 
more popular fixed-mte loans. 

The 4.5 percent rate locked in the first 


year saves the 40-ycor-oId Brown $40b in 
monthly mortgage poyments over her previ- 
ous loan. Even with a likely increase of two 
percentage points over the next year, she'll 
continue to pay less than the old mortgage. 

If rates continue to move up. however, any 
savings may be histoty. 

Brown doesn’t care. “I’m planning to 
move in about two years. I’m taking the 
money that I’m saving each month and using 


'it toward the down payment on my next 
home,” she said, adding ihk closing costs 
from the rbflnoncing should be recouped this 
summer. 

As rates tumbled to historical lows, many 
homeowners bid farewell to ARMs, prefer- 
ring the stability of low fixed-rale loans. But 
ARMS have remained the loan of choice for

Providence, R.I., cgme in second, 
scoring well in four categories.-Four 
cities were named in three categories: 
Allentown and Scranton, Pa.; Salt Lake 
City; and Austin, Tex. Here are the 10 
best ddes in all six categories. Some of 
the results may surprise you. 

Fewest murders. TTie 10 metro- 
politan areas with the lowest murder 
rates ( according to the most recent FBI 
data), in order, are; Hartford, Scranton, 
Syracuse, New Bedford, Mass., Hono- 
lulu, Salt Lake Qty, Boston, ^emown, 
Providence and Grand Rapids, Mich. 

Sladsdcs show that guns are the most 
common murder weapon by far, used 
nearly 7096 of the time, and men 
more likely than women to be the vic- 
tims.
